A unique 
way, truly, of conferring on municipal 
corporations of the same class an equali- 
ty of powers and subjecting them to 
the same restrictions. 

See. 104 declares that the sheriffs first 
elected shall hold their offices for two 
years only. Schedule 7 declare! that 
they shall hold for two years and until 
their successors shall qualify. 

fsec. J4d declares that a county judge 
shall be elected in 1WM and every four 
years thereafter. Sec. 1 55 prohibits the 
eli*ction of a county judge or any other 
county officer t lie same year a member 
ol Congress is elected, and a member of 
Congress w ill he elected in lsu| and ev- 
ery even numbered year thereafter. 

These conflicts are taken only as sam- 
ples. There are between :)0 and 40 more 
of ihein equally irreconcilable. When 
Die people vote to ratify the Constitu- 
tion, they ratify the whole of it, contra- 
dictious, conflicts, bad grammar, surplus- 
age and all. If the delegates concede 
that these defects exist, how are they to 
get rid of them without a re-submission 
to the people?

Why Should We Change? 

For 40 years the people of Kentucky 
have lived under the present constitu- 
tion. Within this period population 
and wealth have more than doubled. 
Immigration hna poured into our boon 
dary and industry has received a rich 
reward. Mines have been opened, fuc 
tories have been erected, railroads have 
4**en built, schools have been encour- 
aged, colleges have been endowed, 
churches have been established, roads 
have been laid out, agriculture has been 
fostered, stock-raising has beeu patron 
teed, and State taxes have been low. 
There has been wanting no element 
which tends to promote the comfort or 
to secure the happiness of our people. 
The rights of all our citizens have U-en 
protected. Our present constitution 
tided us over the turbulent period of the 
war.

In 
times ol peace, it lias secured to us all 
that we have and still furnishes aseur 
ances for the future. It has restrained 
the vicious, it has punished the wicked, 
it has succored the poor, it lias forced 
each man to a performance of those du- 
ties which man owes to man in a social 
state. Under it, crime has diminished 
and public virtue has waxed stronger. 
Under it, justice lias been administered 
without sale, without denial, without 
delay. Under it, the laws have been 
faithfully executed and respect for civil 
government has increased. Why shall 
we change it now ? It has done all for 
us that a people may rightfully expect 
their government to do. If we have 
been industrious, it declares we shall 
enjoy the fruit of our labor. If we have 
beeu virtuous, it affirms that uo man 
shall make us afraid. If we have de- 
sired increased intelligence, it furnishes 
our common schools. If we have de- 
sired to worship God, its covenant of 
fix-edoin of conscience has been our 
stay. Why shall we change it now ? 
We have suffered no evil which it could 
preveut. We iiave endured no wrong 
w hich it could restrain. It is a noble 
struct ure, built by uo ’prentice hand. 
Its architects and builders were schooled 
in their craft. For what shall we change 
it? Surely not for an uuiried THING! 
A thing ol which we may surely say, 
it will gi' r » us trouble; a thiugof which 
the best that can be said is, it ik experi- 
mental. Why not let well enough alone ? 
The question is uot between the propos- 
ed constitution and nothing. It is Ih»- 
preseut aud tiie proposed. 



Under the proposed constitution, if 
the people of Lincoln county want a 
local law for their own benefit, the leg- 
islature will be powerless to enact it un- 
less every other county iu the .State 
wants the same law. This is aliout as 
silly as a law which declares that no 
member of a family shall eat his break- 
fast unless every other member has an 
appetite. 

When the Lord made a constitution 
for tiie w hole Israelitish nation, He em- 
bodied it in ten simple commandments. 
When our constitution-makers under- 
took a like work for a fewer number of 
fieople, they made ten times ten com- 
mandments. The constitution makeis 
may lie ten times wiser tbau tiie 1-ord, 
but they are the only ones who think so.
